In still other cases, bacterial In-

- For 
instance,

culosis there may be found masses 
ot

"tubercles." 


Tho effect of tho entrance of 


germs into your .body may' not bo 
confined to the local or mechanical 
action of the bacteria. 
Tho germs 


are themselves living things. 
They 


may hold In their bodies, or throw 


yhlch are poisonous. These poiaonw 
are called "toxins." 


Even though the bacteria die. the 


oxins within their substance may bo 
ust as powerful as ever. Of course, 
f tha 'g-erms do die. no new ioxlng 
aro produced and the .harm .to, tho 
body will berlimlted to the amount 
already formed. 


Such toxins act like any other 


chemical poison and their effect de- 
)orids on their nature and quantity 
Somo of them are capable of pro- 
ducing profound effects upon tho 
body, and may even endanger 
.ifs of tho victim.
